Defendant Weeps in Court 


When Described as a 
Child.

Adiuits Case Is Circumstantial. 

The Commonwealth's case was opened 
when, court reassembled by Assistant 
District Attorney Weir. He admitted 
that the evidence the State had to pre- 
sent was largely circumstantial. He 
rehearsed the story of the tragedy from 


the time the laundry owner left his resi- 


dence at 7:45 p. m., Nov. 20, 1909, until 
his death at 12:10 a. m., Nov. 21. Mr. 
Weir said that the» State would show 
that several pivces of jewelry which 
were owned by Hattie Le Blanc were 
tound next day in the laundry, where 
Glover. was shot. 

Thomas Conners of Waltham said that 
he was called to’ help remove Glover 
after the wounded man had been found 
on the piazza of Dr. Cousin’s hospital. 
The witness denied that there was anv 
young man named Herbert A. King ou 
the piazza at any time that evening, 
claimed by the Government yesterday. 

The owner of the hospital, Dr. N. W. 
Cousins, told the jury that when he 
saw Glover on the piazza, Glover was 
breathing heavily. He gave him an in- 
jection of morphine, but was convinced 
that Gloyer was dying.

“VYARIETY PAPERS.” 

HIS is a collection of interesting 
T and instructive essays, sketches, 

etc., by Charles Carroll Morgan. 
The opening paper relates to Constanti- 
nople, or “The City of the Golden 
Horn,” and is a commendable specimen 
of choice English. The following paper, 
entitled “Climbing Mont Blanc in a 
Snowstorm,” is one of thrilling interest 
and is instructive as a record of Alpine 
experiences. The essay on “Storms— 
Their Origin and Laws of Motion” will 
be recognized as an important contribu- 
tion to science. It is believed to be the 
first full and clear explanation of the 
various phenomena of cyclones, includ- 
ing a satisfactory elucidation of the rea- 
sons why those in the northern hemis- 
phere always revolve in a direction 
contrary to that of the hands of a 
watch, laid on its back, and those in 
the southern in the opposite direction. 
“A Glimpse of the Feathered Tribes” is 
delightfully graphic, and condenses a 
surprising amount of information into a 
few, pages. One of the strongest papers 
in the series is that on ‘““‘Wonders of the 
Human Mind." Philosophically grouping 
many facts of the utmost interest. it 
dwells on the involuntary influence of 
the mind upon the development of the 
body, on the wonderful celerity of men- 
tal action, on abiding records in subcon- 
sciousness, on hypnotic agency, on ab- 
normal perception beyond the range of 
the senses, and on incidental assurance 
of the future life. (The Fort Hill 
Press.) 

“THE RIVER AND I” 

OHN G. NEIHARDT’S is rather a 
great soul. If you have not dis- 
covered this you will find it out 

in this book. He calls the Missouri “the 
river of an unwritten epic,” but that 
is not wholly true, since he has writ- 
ten “The River and I1.”". It is tn itself 
an epic—prose, to be sure, but the sort 
of prosé that only a poet like Mr. Nel- 
hardt could write. The opening chap 
ter of his first acquaintance with the 
great river as a boy, and how in time 
it came to be to him. a great inspira- 
tion, is a truly magnificent thing. Many 
men have felt like that about some 
great river, but it has remained for the 
vew “Man from Nebraska” to say it for 
them all.

CHICAGO, Nov. 9%.—Athletic Director 
Martin A. Delaney of the Chicago Ath- 
letic Association is : an active 
and interesting winter season for the 
busy men who feel too dignified or have 
not the time to compete in open ath- 
letics. In addition to the new indoor 
golf game, which Delaney is having in- 
stalled, he has’ created a new game 
which he will call “horse tennis.” 

The new game is a coriibination of 
medicine ball and tennis, felleving. the 
monotony. of routine medicine ball work 
by adding the spice of competition. He 
plans to put the “students” into the 
Same as soon as he can outline a court 
on the gymnasium floor, and a few have 
already played at it without any court. 


Three-Pound Ball Ysed, 
Instead of a ténnis ball a‘three-pound 


and the player is allowed to pick up 
‘the ball and throw it at will, rackets 
being out of the question because of 
the weight and size of the ball. In- 
stead of a net an ordinary sawhorse is 
used and the ball is thrown over ii A 
regular tennis court, diminished in size, 
will mark the limits of play and there 
will be regular service courts with rules 
governing the service and volleying, the 
same as in tennis.

The idea of the rough surface is to 
make an uncertainty In the approach, 
and this is eliminated when the ball goes 
into a small hole in the center of the 
canvas, a pipe from the hole to the 
“green” carrying the ball to within easy 
putting distance of the cup.

Back to the farm was his theme when 
Called upon to addfess the assemblage 
of livestock meri arid stockyards cap- 
tains of industry. 

“T already have purchased a fine Iowa 
farm, on which: I have.the nucleus of a 
stud of Percherons,"” said Brown, in de- 
claring that he was aiming to retire 
before long. “I am ambitious to breed 
some of the finest heavy draft horses 
in the world. As a starter, I have 
purchased Helix, the imported 3-year- 
old stallion that won the championship 
of his age at. Paris this year. Since 
being imported, Helix has won the 
Percheron es at Springfield 
and at Kansas City.
